The losses of the Japanese, accord

j was nearly 100,000. 
The Eighth di 
vision, for instance, although losing 
over 7,000, was not considered one of

sufferers. 
The 
greatest 
losses were in the 
troops onerating 
against General Llnevitch, where the 
struggle was longer and fiercer than 
elsewhere. 
The Japanese placed tho 
num b er of gun3 captured during the 
r> treat at twenty-six, and also captur­ 
ed thousands of ab andoned rifles and 
immense quantities of b oxed rille ant 
munition. 
Accord in 
Japanese are now rearming their re­ 
serves with Russian rifles. 
The Japanese army is healthy, ex­ 
cellently clothed and well shod, and 
its morale is excellent, according to 
these soldiers. 
Japanese officers admitted that they 
concentrated every last effort to win 
the b attle and threw their entire re­ 
serves into the fighting line, leaving 
the rear communications entirely un­ 
protected.

Moscow, April 7.—The central com­ 
mittee of the revolutionary party has 
drawn up a document containing the 
main points of its programme and of 
this hundreds of thousands ol copies 
are b eing printed for circulation iti all 
parts of European Russia. 
The first 
and main point of the programme is 
the estab lishment 
of a 
democrat le 
repub lic on the ruins of the autoerary 
and b esides the usual points of social 
democratic doctrine it includes many 
argum ents especially directed to Rus­ 
sian conditions and 
designed to ap­ 
peal to the self-interest of the Rus­ 
sian poietariat, b oth agricultural and 
Industrial. 
It voices phrases familiar 
to the American ear. such as “initia 
tive and referendum,” pub lic owner­ 
ship of pub lic utilities, etc.

Describe Conditions Around Mukden 
After the Battle. 
St. 
Petersburg, April 
7.— Invalid 
Russians who left Mukden on March 
20 report that the Hun river bridge 
had not then been restored. The Japa­ 
nese in removing Russian wounded 
from Mukden carried them as far as 
the railroad in bamboo litters and en­ 
trained them on the farther side. 
Chinese, it is stated 
by these re­ 
turned soldiers, partly 
pillaged the 
hospitals in Mukden on March IO, be­ 
fore the arrival of the Japanese, but 
did not harm the wounded or attend­ 
ants and acted most humanely toward 
Russian wounded on the field, assist­ 
ing the Japanese to remove them. 
Russian medical army officers rec­ 
ognize 
in the 
adjutant of 
General 
Okii’s fifth division, a former profes­ 
sor of languages in the seminary of 
Vladivostok. 
They 
also met 
other 
Japanese officers who formerly were 
in the Russian service in Manchuria. 
The returned soldiers describe the 
confusion in the evacuation of Muk­ 
den and the fighting in narrow streets 
and at the gates, where Japanese and 
Chinese ambushed the 
last 
detach­ 
m ents and where 
General Galefeldt 
was wounded and captured. 


Japs Lost Heavily. 


The losses of the Japanese, accord 
ing to foreigners, accompanying them, 
was nearly 100,000. 
The Eighth cli 
vision, for instance, although losing 
over 7,000, was not considered one of 
the 
heavy 
sufferers. 
The 
greatest 
losses were in the 
troops operating 
against General Linevitch, where tho 
struggle w as longer and fiercer than 
elsewhere. 
The .Japanese placed tho 
number of guns captured during tho 
retreat at twenty-six, and also captur­ 
ed thousands of abandoned rides and 
im m ense quantities of boxed rifle am ­ 
munition. 
According to Chinese the 
Japanese are now rearming their re­ 
serves with Russian rifles. 
The Japanese army is healthy, ex­ 
cellently clothed , and well shod, and 
its morale is excellent, according to 
these soldiers. 
Japanese officers admitted that they 
concentrated every last effort to win 
the battle and threw their entire re­ 
serves into the fighting line, leaving 
the rear communications entirely un­ 
protected.

The Waterloo of School Fads. 


T he following editorial of the M inne­ 
apolis T ribune of a recent d a te is p rin t­ 
ed by request: 
“New York city has throw n out the 
public school fads neck and crop. 
It 
did not make two bites of a cherry. 
The fads have been creeping in by de­ 
grees for five years, ever since a modern 
enlightened educator becamo superin­ 
tendent of the consolidated city. 
The 
invasion was soinsiduous th a t it has a t­ 
tracted attention only in th e last two 
years. 
T he effects were those 
with 
which all fad ridden cities are familiar. 
“ Prim ary school sessions were length­ 
ened until the little children grew nerv­ 
o us and ill. 
( ’lasses were crowded with 
num bers and shortened for time. Teach 
ors were overworked and harrassed. 
Pupils fooled away tim e with nursery 
playthings and got a useless sm attering 
of mu*-ic and drawing, science and lan­ 
guage. b u t came out of the 
schools un­ 
prepared to begin active business life 
for lack of common knowledge of read­ 
ing. writing, spelling and arithm etic. 
“The revolt against the fads has been 
gaining ground in the last year. 
It got 
into th** legislature and m ade a striking 
showing, 
'reachers were emboldened to 
tell w hat they thought ab ou t it without 
fear of losing their positions. 
Parents 
and the general public supported pro 
testing teachers and appealed to the 
board 
of 
education. 
A courageous 
minority of, we think, five took up the 
fight in th a t body, to a good purpose. 
“ It was finally voted last week to 
throw all of the fads out of the elem ent­ 
ary courses beginning next 
December 
by a vote of 22 to 12. 
Hours of study 
for young children will be cu t down. 
T here will bo no more fussing with 
raffia, braid and sewing. 
T he children 
will play out of doors instead of toiling

The senate also 
passed the Cole 
bill, S. 
F. 96, without an 
opposing 
vote, making the fees now paid to the

The m a­ 
jority report Is signed 
by Senators 
Eberhardt, Stone, Hawkins and Me­ 
nu I. and Representatives Dorsey and 
R. T. Lewis. 
The minority report is 
signed by Representative W. D. W ash­ 
burn, 
Jr., 
VV. A. Nolan 
and P. 
A. 
Gandrud. 
Both 
reports 
will 
be 
printed and action taken on them next 
week. 
The recommendations of the two re­ 
ports are the same, and the entire 
lommittee stands for the bills recom ­ 
mended, 
which were introduced 
In 
both houses Thursday 
as com m ittee 
bills, and will be considered together 
as a special order. 
One bill Is aimed at rebates, and 
provides a penalty 
for any person, 
firm or corporation guilty of accepting 
any special rate, rebate or draw back 
from a common carrier, not open to 
the public. 
Another bill enlarges the authority 
of the railroad commission, so as to 
give its employes access to the books 
of the railroads and 
punish any a t­ 
tempt to withhold information. 
Another bill is in the 
form of a 
joint resolution, directing the railroad 
and warehouse commission to under­ 
take a readjustment of freight rates 
In the state, reducing 
them to the 
basis of rates In 
Illinois and Iowa, 
and to readjust them 
so that there 
shall not. be more than 5 per cent dif­ 
ference between the distance rate and 
the distributing rate. 


Join t M e m o rial to C ongress. 


The fourth bill is a joint memorial 
to congress, asking for legislation in­ 
creasing the powers of the interstate 
commerce commission and abolishing 
private (.ar lines. 
The findings of the majority report 
do not go extensively 
Into the evi­ 
dence, but finds that most of the com­ 
plaints concern interstate commerce. 
It does not favor a distance tariff law. 
It finds that the companies arc now 
able to raise rates by changing classi­ 
fications. and holds that they ought 
also to be under 
the jurisdiction of 
the commission. 
State control of de­ 
murrage questions is advocated. The 
evils of private car lines and “mid­ 
night tariffs" are discussed. 
The minority report among other 
things favors a law putting the orders 
of the railroad commission into Imme­ 
diate effect, notwithstanding appeal 
to the courts.

B.y consent of the governor, Knute

Senate Passes the Measure by a Large 
Majority. 
The senate passed the “good roads” 
bill Thursday 35 against 5, creating 
a state highway commission of tlm kG 
members, and providing 
for skilled 
supervision of all construction and re­ 
pair. 
The bill was S. F. 265, by the roads 
and bridges committee, but H. F. 479, 
which had 
passed the house, 
was 
substituted and now goos to the gov­ 
ernor. 
The commissioners will serve with­ 
out pay beyond expenses. 
The senate also 
passed the Cole 
bill, S. 
F. 96, without an 
opposing 
vote, making the fees now paid to the 
governor’s secretary, payable into the 
state 
treasury. 
The 
bill had 
been 
amended to take effect Jon. I, 1907. 
The 
Rieke 
bill, 
S. F. 40, 
found 
some opposition, 
but 
managed to 
muster thirty-five votes in its favor, 
twelve against. 
It increases the sala­ 
ries of district judges in tho rural dis­ 
tricts to $4,200 a year; 
keeping the 
salaries of those of Minneapolis and 
St. Paul and Duluth, 
as at present, 
$5,000. 
The senate killed Ii. F. 550, the bill 
(providing further regulations for the 
practice of barbering. 
Tho senate, in committee 
of tho 
whole, 
took up the 
code and 
its 
2,000 am endm ents in the afternoon. 
As 
for the revised 
code, 
it was 
cleansed of the alleged woodchuck, 
which would have 
permitted street 
railway 
companies to exercise 
the 
m k t of em inent domain in cities and 
Villisca. 
The senators proceeded to consider 
the code by chapters, beginning with 
chapter one and continuing to chap­ 
ter 112 and adopting amendments here 
and there. 
Not more than fifteen amendments 
were adopted, the senators only light­ 
ing occasionally, as they skimmed ex­ 
pediently over the 111 chapters. 


GENERAL LEN EV ITC II. 
Feking, succeeding Admiral Alexeieff 
in command of the Russian troops in 
August, BHK), and was congratulated 
by Emperor Nicholas for bls services. 
For a time in 1904 General Llnevltch 
was governor general of the Amin* 
territory, but later assumed command 
of the Russian forces at Vladivostok 
under Alexeieff and is understood to 
have placed'that fortress in a state to 
resist a siege. 
During the 
Manchurian campaign 
he has been in charge of divisions In 
the field, and is said to be one of the 
few Russian commanders who possess 
the absolute confidence of his troops.

ENGINEER MURRAY 
INSTANTLY KILLED 


Bad Wreck on Cut-off this Morn­ 


ing Resulting in the Loss 


of One Lite 


tho situation as 


NOS. J AND 54 COME TOGETHER 


None of the Passengers on the 


Coast Train Mere Injured 


in the Wreck. 


There was a most disastrous wreck 
over on the cut off at 2 o clock this 
m orning in which Engineer “Bob M ur­ 
ray, one of the best known em ployees of 
the Northern Pacific on the M innesota j 
division, was killed outright. 
It was a 
head end collision between No. 3, the 
coast train, and No. 54, a freight running 


east. 
T he wreck, like many others, can 
hardly be accounted for since every pre­ 
caution was taken for the m eeting of 
the two trains at C ushing, a sm all sid ­ 
ing east of Staples. 
From the inform a­ 
tion obtainable at this point No. 54 had 
reached the grade just west of ( ushing 
and 3ould not quito make it, so the train 
men decided to double in. 
Half of th* 
train had already b e n pushed in on the 
siding at C ushing and as the tim e for 
the arrival of No. .‘I was close at hand 
torpedoes were placed on the traek and 
a man was sent out to signal lit r. 


No. 3, w hich is one of the fastest trains 
on the system , runs a1 a high rate of 
speed and especially over the cut-off. 
The rum bling of the wheels could 
be 
heard in the distance and the flagman 
was ready to give tho signal to bold her 
up so the balance of tho cars of No. 54 
could dig brought in on the sidetrack. 
Engineer Murray, who was on the ill­ 
fated engine of No. 3, caught the sig ­ 
nals all right and the torpedoes also did 
their work. 
The train slackened up 
for an instant and then started to pull 
up slowly. 
It is presumed that E ngi­ 
neer Murray thought he had given No. 
54 tim e enough to get into the clear, b ut 
when it was too late he discovered 
his 
m istake and decided to stick to his post 


and try and relieve 
m uch as possible. 
Engineer Ford was on the engine of 
No. 54, and he saw the im pending dan 
ger and both he and his fireman jum ped 
and were not injured. 
As there was a 
grade No. 3 w a, going at a rate of about 
1,30 m iles an 
hour. 
T he two engines 
! came together with a crash head on. 
Firem an M ontgomery of No 3 jum ped 
and escaped injury. 
T he engines te le ­ 
scoped and two or three cars of lumber 
on the freight were piled up in a m as­ 
sive, conglom erated mess. 
I he shock 
I that came to tho passengers was rather | 
sudden, especially at that tim e of the 
night, but none were injured to any ex 
tent, save a few slight bruises. 
’ 
The last thing Firem an M ontgomery 
said to Engineer Murray was, “They are 
still on ahead of us,” to which the engi 
neer replied, “No, they are in the clear. 
T his show s that the engineer thought 
they were out of tho way and he opened 
up the throttle and plowed madly on to 
instant death. 
T he wreck, occuring as it did about 2 
o'clock this morning, 
made it 
very 
hard for the trainm en to seo or do any 
thing about the train and the w ildest 
kind of excitem ent reigned for a time. 
The mail car, a m onster, had on about 
eight tons of mail and at tho tim e of the 
wreck there were five mail clerks in 
it 
but they all escaped injury, w hich seem s 
m iraculous in view of the results. 
The 
car was alm ost cu t in two and the ends 
and the sides were sm ashed 
to sm ith­ 
ereens. T he mail clerks were badly 
shaken up and one poor follow was so 
overcom e from the shock that it toon 
several hours to revive him. 
The work of relieving the unfortunate 
engineer of No. Ii com m enced at once. 
i t was not known at first how many of 
the trainm en were killed but they show ­ 
ed up finally one by one, except E ngin­ 
eer “Bob" Murray and it was alm ost 
certain that he was buried beneath tho 
debris with his engine. 
It was noarly two hours before his 
body was found. 
It was sm ashed and 
bruised alm ost beyond recognition. 
It 
is said that the unfortunate man s head 


was crushed so that it was as fiat as a 
a man s hand. 
He had also been badly 
scalded. 
He was found at the boiler 
head of the wrecked engine. 
It took several hours to get thew reek 
cleared up enough so that the train 
could be moved back and get the pas­ 
sengers out. 
M edical aid was sum m on­ 
ed from Staples and Dr. Cameron was 
on the -cene of th e wreck in a short 
time and busied him self in adm inister 
ing to the wants of the passengers and 
the trainm en. 
T he mail was unloaded and another 
car was secured at Little F alls, where 
No. 3 backed up to. 
H ere another en ­ 
gine was secured and the train went 
wrest com ing by the Wray of Brainerd. 
It reached Brainerd about 8:30 o'clock 
where another engine was secured. 
No. 3 was com posed of a m ail c ir , two 
baggage cars and ten coaches and is one 
of the best trains on the system . 
The engine on which E ngineer M ur­ 
ray met his death is and has been con­ 
sidered a hoodoo for a long tim e by the 
railroad men. 
In fact not long ago 
when it was taken to the round house 
for sligh t repairs it cam e out all paint­ 
ed in deep black, significant as a mark 
of m ourning for those who had gone to 
death while running it. 
It is claim ed 
that no less than tw elve men have m et 
a fate sim ilar to th at which E ngineer 
Murray encountered last night on this 
engine. 
It is No. 228 and it was th is 
engine that killed 
Engineer Nason at 
D etroit, Engineer Scott at Dower Lake 
and several firemen have gone down with 
her. 
The engine w as out on the ^ ellow 
stone division for a tim e and it is said 
that five men lost their lives on it out 
there. 
T he engine was in the shops I 
here after the big wreck at Dower Lake 
about two years ago and was the sub­ 
ject of m uch com m ent at that tim e. 
It 
is reported that Engineer Murray once 
jum ped from this very engine in a wreck 
at Elk River. 
Mr. Murray was very well known in 
the service and has been w ith the com 
pany for m any years. 
He formerly ran 
on the w est end, but was transferred 
some tim e ago to Nos. 3 and 4. 
H e was 
sm all

INSTANTLY KILLED 


Bad Wreck on Cutoff this Morn­ 


ing Resulting in the Loss 


of One Lite 


NOS. J AND 54 COME TOGETHER 


None of the Passengers on the 


Coast Train Were Injured 


in the Wreck. 


There was a most disastrous wreck 
over on the cut-otT at 2 o'clock this 
morning in which Engineer “Bob’' M ur­ 
ray, one of the best known employees of 
the Northern Pacific on the Minnesota 
division, was killed outright. 
It was a 
head end collision between No. 3, the 
coast train, and No. 54, a freight running 
east. 
The wreck, like many others, can j 
hardly be accounted for since every pre­ 
caution was taken for the meeting of 
the two trains at Cushing, a small sid­ 
ing east of Staples. 
From the informa­ 
tion obtainable at this point No. 54 had 
reached the grade just west of Cushing 
and jould not quito make it, so the train­ 
men decided to double in. 
Half of the 
train had already been pushed in on tho 
siding at Cushing and as the time for 
the arrival of No. 3 was close at hand 
torpedoes were placed on the track and 
a man was sent out to signal her. 
No. 3, which is one of the fastest trains 
on tho system, runs at a high rate of 
speed and especially over the cut off. 
The rumbling of the wheels could be 
heard in the distance and the flagman 
was ready to give the signal to hold lier 
up so the balance of tho cars of No. 54 
couldJjo brought in on the^ sidetrack. 
Engineer Murray, who was on the ill­ 
fated engine of No. 3, caught the sig­ 
nals all right and the torpedoes also did 
their work. 
The train slackened up 
for an instant and then started to pull 
up slowly. 
It is presumed th a t E ngi­ 
neer Murray thought he had given No. 
54 time enough to get into the clear, b u t 
when it was too late he discovered his 
mistake and decided to stick to his post 


and try and relieve the situation as 
much as possible. 
Engineer Ford was on the engine of 
No. 54, and he saw the impending dan­ 
ger and both he and his fireman jumped 
and were not injured. As there was a 
grade No. 3 wa^ going at a rate of about 
.'IU miles an hour. 
The two engines 
came together with a crash head on. 
Fireman Montgomery of No 3 jumped 
and escaped injury. 
The engines tole 
scoped and two or three cars of lumber 
on the freight were piled up in a m as­ 
sive, conglomerated mess. 
The shock 
th at came to tho passengers was rather 
sudden, especially at that time of the 
night, but none were injured to any ex 
tent, save a few slight bruises. 
The last thing Fireman Montgomery 
said to Engineer Murray was, “They are 
still on ahead of us,” to which the engi­ 
neer replied, “No, they are in the clear.” 
This shows th a t the engineer thought 
they were out of the way and he opened 
up the throttle and plowed madly on to 
instant death. 
The wreck, occuring as it did about 2 
o’clock this morning, 
made it very 
hard for the trainmen to see or do any 
thing about tho train and the wildest 
kind of excitement reigned for a time. 
The mail car, a monster, had on about 
eight tons of mail and at the time of tho 
wreck there were five mail clerks in it 
but they all escaped injury, which seems 
miraculous in view of the results. 
The 
car was almost cut in two and the ends 
and tho sides were smashed to sm ith­ 
ereens. The mail clerks were badly 
shaken up and one poor fellow was so 
overcome from the shock th a t it took 
several hours to revive him. 
The work of relieving the unfortunate 
engineer of No. 3 commenced at once. 
I t was not known at first how many of 
the trainmen wore killed but they show­ 
ed up finally one by one, except Engin­ 
eer “Bob” Murray and it was almost 
certain th a t he was buried beneath tho 
debris with his engine. 
I t was noarly two hours before his 
body was found. 
It was smashed and 
bruised almost beyond recognition.

a m an’s hand. He had also been badly 
scalded. 
He was found at the boiler 
head of the wrecked engine. 
It took several hours to get the wreck 
cleared up enough so that the train 
could be moved back and get the pas­ 
sengers out. 
Medical aid was summon­ 
ed from Staples and Dr. Cameron was 
on the scene of tile wreck in a short 
time and busied himself in adm inister­ 
ing to the wants of the passengers and 
the trainmen. 
The mail was unloaded and another 
car was secured at Little Falls, where 
No. 3 backed up to. 
Here another en­ 
gine was secured and the train went 
west coming by the way of Brainerd. 
I t reached Brainerd about 8:30 o'clock 
where another engine was secured. 
No. 3 was composed of a mail car, two 
baggage cars and ten coaches and is one 
of the best trains on the system. 
The engine on which Engineer M ur­ 
ray met his death is and has been con­ 
sidered a hoodoo for a long time by the 
railroad men. 
In fact not long ago 
when it was taken to the round house 
for slight repairs it came out all paint­ 
ed in deep black, significant as a mark 
of mourning for those who had gone to 
death while running it. 
I t is claimed 
th at no less than twelve men have met 
a fate .similar to th at which Engineer 
Murray encountered last night on this 
engine. 
It is No. 228 and it was this 
engine that killed Engineer Nason at 
Detroit, Engineer Scott at Dower Lake 
and several firemen have gone down with 
her. 
The engine was out on the Yellow­ 
stone division for a time and it is said 
th at five men lost their lives on it out 
thero. 
The ongine was in the shops 
here after the big wreck at Dower Lake 
about two years ago and was the sub­ 
ject of much comment at that time.
